Through the many years in the business, I have 
helped countless country artists to be heard on re- 
cords and have put much time and effort into several 
local artists, and I might add that, in some cases, I’m 
a little sorry I did. After we had issued their first 
record some thought that a big pot of gold awaited 
them at the end of the rainbow—that they would be 
selling plenty of records and making lots of money! 
However they did not realize that the record market 
today is flooded and that it is really tough for new 
artists to break through with a hit, especially when 
they are not known and are on a small label with no 
promotion or distribution outlets. Being an A&R man 
for Blue Hen & Del-Ray records for a number of years, 
any artist that we recorded got a square deal and we 
covered as high as 1,000 DJs at a time, plus doing 
plenty of promotion work. Now that we have started 
our own record company Vokes Records, we will strive 
to record top talent with the best of sound and the 
best of songs so that recordings by the artists will 
have.commercial value and will be noticed. 

It’s easy for artists to get on record in this day 
and age as long as they have the money for the master 
tape and pressings. Most of the small labels in the 
business today have this kind of service. Usually 500 
to 1,000 records are pressed and the artist himself 
takes them to local DJs, juke box men, and possibly 
to a distributor and record. shops. That’s about it for 
this ‘‘pay your way deal.’’? There are some small la- 
bels, however, and good ones, who will work with the 
artist, helping with promotion to the right DJs and 
trade people in the business. This you must find out 
before you jump into the recording business, or your 
big ‘‘dreams and plans’”’ can be washed right down the 
drain. Enter with your eyes wide open and don’t be 
afraid to check around before you do. 

There are rare instances that a new artist may have 
a good commercial record and a song that clicks solid- 
ly with the public, and there is the chance of his 
selling a lot of records—provided some big name label 
doesn’t jump on the tune, thus preventing him from 
getting worthwhile sales. There is also a chance of a 
major label leasing or buying the master tape from a

-Here)’’ for Monument. It is receiving excellent expo- 
sure on country music stations, as well as the pop 
stations. 

Crazy business! While typing this column, received 
a phone call from the Nashville office of Wizard Re- 
cords. Larry Bull cut his second session for the label 
last evening, so they ‘‘aired’’ the master tapes over 
the phone for me and they are terrific. ‘‘Frisco Flyer’’ 
b/w ‘‘Your Night Life’? is an excellent followup to 
“Here Today, Gone Tomorrow.”’ 

Speaking of Wizard, Vernon Glen recently was pac- 
ted by the firm. His recent Sims release, ‘‘Looks Like 
I’m Gonna Fight Again’’ gave him the needed exposure 
for the Country music circuit. Besides being honored 
by WLDY Radio, Ladysmith, Wisc., with a special 
‘*Vernon Glen Day,’’ he’s been kept busy with PA’s 
in Wisconsin, [llinois and Michigan.Glen is now being 
booked by five agencies across the states. 

The Kay Arnold Show with Kay, Jack Boles, Buck 
Cody and others, continues to pound out the miles. 
Now playing in Illinois and Iowa, they will appear in 
the Southwest this fall.

To all of you song writers out there—and believe 
you me there are plenty—DO NOT pay any music pub- 
lisher to publish your song, No legitimate publisher 
ever CHARGED, nor is he actually allowed to. If you 
are a song writer (and who isn’t nowadays), do not be 
fooled by the ads ran by so-called publishers in vari- 
ous magazines on the newstands. They are only out 
to get your money, as I’m sure many of you have al- 
ready found out. My advice is to deal only with res- 
pected music publishers who carry either the BMI- 
ASCAP or SESAC license. Most of the licensed music 
publishers are honest and if you really have a good 
commercial song that they can work with and get re- 
corded, rest assured—they will be glad to listen to it 
and will issue a good sound writer's contract. They 
PAY YOU-—you do NOT PAY THEM.Be sure, however, 
when sending your songs to any legit publisher to 
always write first, and if he’s interested in new song 
material he’ll let you know. When he does be sure to 
send a lead sheet and either a demo-record or tape. 
It is a good idea to have the acetate or tape done as 
professionally as possible. 

Our mail here at Vokes Music in New Kensington, 
Pa. is always littered with letters and songs from 
folks wanting to record or get a song published, and 
this is the reason I am passing on this information. 
I hope it prevents mistakes and at least gets you on 
the right track. Use good judgement; followthe correct 
procedure—and save yourself a lot of money... 
small label, but again, this is a rare instance. 

To you artists who are contemplating a record with 
a small label — please do not look for big things to 
happen. You MUST have a good commercial song and 
a well recorded studio tape if you expect to get some 
kind of notice. Even so, the unknown artist recorded 
on an unknown label will get attention in his home 
town and surrounding areas, and frankly, that’s about 
what it amounts to. So don’t walk. around the streets 
telling everybody you have a ‘“‘hit’’ and you’ll be get- 
ting a lot of money soon. You couldn’t be farther from 
the truth. Some of the big name artists can tell you. . 
they had many record releases on small labels and 
never earned a dime until a major label took them un- 
der their wing and got them their first real hit.

Nevertheless, 
he works the Grand Ole Opry, radio and syndicated TV 
shows with Skeeter, the Bobby Lord show and Record 
shop openings in Atlanta. When Miss Davis is off the 
road for a few weeks; he has worked with Charlie 
Louvin, Wizard recording star, Jack Boles: and the 
Tee and Bob show, on the Tenn. Gov. campaign tour, 
with Buford Ellington. Incidentally, at press time, Mr. 
Ellington won the Governor’s Primary election and 
present Governor Clement won the U.S. Senate seat. 
Music publisher and Nashville sound musician Willie 
Ackerman quotes that Paul is a fine percussionist, 
and uses him on frequent demo sessions. Though quiet 
and reserved, like his grandfather-banker, Herbert 
Weber; great talent will be recognized sooner or later, 
if given the proper exposure.

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WORLD-WIDE PREMIERE 
''GIRL FROM TOBACCO ROW’’

Tex Ritter made his return to the silver screen last 
week at the West Side Drive Inn of Evansville, Ind. in 
“Girl From Tobacco Row.’’ This was the first show- 
ing, Hoilywood style, of the current Nashville filmed 
Country Music movies. This cinema marks a first in 
the new, fabulous, rising trend of the Music City 
U.S.A. infant movie industry in that it is a fully dra- 
matic presentation featuring just a few songs. This 
ornate spectacular world premiere was only over 
shadowed by one less red carpet than Grauman’s 
Chinese Theater, in that the facilities were temporar- 
ily unobtainable. 

The day before the premiere, the cast arrived 
in Evansville to participate in the two day celebra- 
tion hosted by producer directors Ron and June Or- 
mond. These two have done 107 films—with this one 
being their first Nashville talent full dramatic movie. 
The Ormonds have moved to Nashville, and will be 
working soon on their next film effort, a Homer and 
Jethro movie (Ma and Pa Kettle style). 

“Girl From Tobacco Row’’ stars Tex Ritter, Rachel 
Romen, Earl (Snake) Richards, Gordon Terry, Johnny 
Russell, Rita Faye, Ron and Tim Ormond, Ralph 
Emery, Walter Haynes, Ed Livingston, Howard White, 
Cecil Scaife, Dean Turner and Ruth Charon as support- 
ing cast. This is the first full-color, full-dialogue, 
full length motion picture to tell an all dramatic story 
with five or six Country Gospel songs. 

Evansville began to resemble Hollywood as the 
movie entourage moved into the city for the gigantic 
celebration, which included a live stage show at the 
end of the first showing. The popular West Side Drive 
Inn was packed for the presentation—and the temper- 
ature that day was 105 degrees! 

Tex Ritter,Gordon Terry, Earl Richards, Rita Faye, 
Smiley and Kitty Wilson, Wayne Gray and Tommy F loyd 
led the after theater crowd in song, with a 144 hr. live 
show after the premiere. Cast members were intro- 
duced on stage and there was a scramble of fans for 
autographs. 

The two days following the premiere were busy with 
TV, radio, press and political festivities. The first 
afternoon the Ormonds hosted a cocktail hour attend- 
ed by representatives of the press, radio and TV. 
Mayor Pro Tem of Evansville presented the ‘‘Key to 
the City’’to Tex Ritter, all the company and producers 
of ‘Girl From Tobacco Row.’’ There was a parade- 
motorcade through town, visiting shopping centers 
and record stores. Needless to say, Tex Ritter was 
mobbed everywhere by fans.

JOHNNY PAYCHECK 


The definition of a star is given many ways by 
different persons. Generally, a star as we know one 
is a person whose talent is distinctive and original, 
one who has achieved an air of confidence and is 
able to perform to an audience and deliver pure enter- 
tainment, a person with an exciting, infectious, mag- 
netic personality who demands the awe and loyalty of 
the pleasure-seeking, ticket-buying public. 

He is one who realizes his obligation to his pub- 
lic and pursues his profession and perfects his talent 
to a high theatrical, professional level. 

This type of person is as rare as a precious jewel. 
And for that very reason, the ‘‘place at the top’’ is 
held by a select few. The dedication and sacrifice 
given to reach this spot by so many only substantiates 
the values of stardom. 

Hilltop Records has such a personality. Johnny 
Paycheck is, distinctively, a star by anyone’s stan- 
dard. Johnny is a young country singer who began his 
musical career as a songwriter. For the past several 
years, he has been active in the writing field and has 
been most successful, having had his songs recorded 
by the biggest stars, such as Webb Pierce, Skeets 
MacDonald, Sheb Wooley and others too numerous to 
mention. Johnny is heard singing harmony on many 
records with Faron Young, Ray Price, Roger Miller 
and George Jones. The great stars used Johnny be- 
cause of his unique sound. However, Johnny never 
found the opportunity to be heard as a solo artist 
until November of 1964 during the CMA convention 
when a representative of his was auditioning one of 
Johnny’s song demos for Aubrey Mayhew, the A&R 
man for Hilltop Records. Aubrey immediately asked 
who was singing and wanted an introduction to the 
artist. As Aubrey tells the story, he has not heard 
such a great country voice in years. Johnny was im- 
mediately signed to Hilltop Records and Aubrey May- 
hew became his personal and business manager. 

His first record release was out within 30 days, 
and was soon picked and being played by every major 
tadio station in the U.S. Reports, congratulations and 
favorable comments began pouring into Hilltop Re- 
cords about their great new discovery. This record 
was ‘‘Don’t Start Countin? On Me’? which Johnny 
wrote. This record was active for five months. 

Then came his second release, ‘The Girl They 
Talk About.’’ This was the step that put Johnny Pay- 
check into national recognition and the record sales 
began. 

It’s a strange thing about a country artist; the 
people will listen, but they must absolutely accept 
and approve an artist before they will become his fan. 
They do not buy the song as in rock ’n roll music — 
they buy the artist. But once they become his fan, 
they remain with him always. 

With Johnny’s second Hilltop release, Aubrey 
Mayhew made arrangements for him to appear with 
George Jones and The Jones Boys as a featured 
artist. This was a break for the new star. He had an 
opportunity to travel over the U.S. and meet the fans

Young performers almost always capitalize upon 
their youth for professional purposes, creating an 
image that either lets a youthful audience identify 
with the performer or enables an adult audience to 
imagine parent-child identity. 

One youngster clearly out of this trend is Hank 
Williams Jr. Giving further glory to the name immor- 
talized by his uniquely talented father, Hank Jr. pos- 
sesses enough talent to make the grade if his name 
had been Bob Smith or fom Brown. Of course the 
fact that he is the son of Hank Williams couid easily 


’ have a lot to do with the fact that he does have so 


much talent, but he has proven beyond question that 
the big star at the moment is a fine singer named 
Hank Williams Jr., not just a lad whose only claim to 
fame is his ancestry. 

Anchored by a series of successes for MGM, Hank 
Jr. has recently zoomed to the top of recording and 
popularity charts by virtue of his own composition 
concerning his father entitled, ‘‘Standing In The 
Shadows.’’ The size of his voice and the maturity of 
his delivery defy the youthfulness of his age and ex- 
hibit his talent to its fullest advantage. 

His performing abilities have made hin and his 
band, ‘‘The Cheatin’ Hearts,’’ one of the hottest acts 
on the international personal appearance circuit. The 
making of a movie has kept him in California consider- 
ably and his appearance route has included Germany 
this year. 

A true professional, Hank is a quiet, unsophisti- 
cated lad who thoroughly enjoys the business of mak- 
ing people enjoy tnemselves, but shys away from the 
elaborations which frequently work themselves into 
the business. 

Because of his unassuming manner and his genuine 
deep love for guns, he seems to fit in with the cus- 
tomed, Nudie-designed Pontiac, ornately fit with steer 
horns, carbines, and six-shooters, that was ordered 
by his mother — whereas a lot of 17-year-olds would 
resemble drug store cowbovs in such surroundings.

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The strapping 17-year-old is, by nature, given to 
deep thought and introspection, making him more 
mature than most his age. ‘'l love the Tennessee 
hills. They’re dignified and serene,’’ he explains. 
"T get a lot of ideas for songs when I’m out in 


them alone.”

and get the exposure necessary to his budding career. 
In Just one year, Johnny appeared in all of the 50 
states and toured Europe for 20 days. He has been 
seen by millions of people on TV and appeared twice 
on the Jimmy Dean show with George Jones. 

When Johnny’s third Hilltop record ‘‘A-ll’’ was 
released in October of 1964, the reaction from the 
nation’s DJs and fans was just short of phenomenal.

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THE WSM-TV OPRY ALMANAC HAS A 


BIRTHDAY PARTY

Each busy week day in Music City U.S.A. begins 
with the standard ‘‘wake up’’ show ‘Opry Almanac.”’ 
This popular television program has just enjoyed its 
third birthday with the fourth year due for exciting 
plans. From the very beginning day in 1963, Ralph 
Emery has reigned as Master of Ceremonies. 

The Almanac fans are early risers of the work and 
school crowd, since it bows on the live video air at 
6:00 a.m. As a lively junior ‘‘Today’’ show type, it 
features news, weather, casual conversations, inter- 
views, the Bobby Dyson band, numerous guest stars 
and singers, who both cut up and vocalize serious 
songs. In fact, it’s a fairly complete presentation of 
this recording capitol’s activities. Occasional non- 
Country Music guests include Miss Tennessee runner- 
ups, Paris, Tennessee Fish Fry queens, hockey and 
basketball greats, community betterment league mem- 
bers, the mermaid from a network hair cream commer- 
cial and visiting movie producers, on location. So the 
workers who are off to the mill, before the ‘‘Today 
Show’’ comes on this channel 4 at 7:00 a.m. have a 
thorough versing in what’s new in the world. 

The spark of Opry Almanac is provided by Ralph, 
who has a sharp sense of humor, thus waking up the 
others, to keep up with him. The other spark emanates 
from the Dyson group, who feature mostly Country 
Music instrumentals and accompaniment to the visiting 
guests. But each day they treat the non-country view- 
ers to a “‘pop’’ or light jazz tune. ‘‘Theme From A 
Summer Place’’ or ‘San Francisco”’ are some of their 
favorites. B.G., the girl pianist, can most profession- 
ally tap those 88 keys with any variety of tune the 
music world has invented. 

Band leader Bobby Dyson strums an electric bass 
with most adept qualities, adds comedy touch with 
his Donald Duck impersonations, and sings a soothing 
lyric. Serving three years with Jim Reeves and the 
Blue Boys, Bobby played a part in the movie ‘‘Kimber- 
ly Jim’’ filmed in South Africa. He later returned with 
John Loudermilk and recorded an album on his own. 
Jimmy Stewart handles the drumsticks with a Krupa 
flare. Jimmy Colvard works the lead guitar with a 
mighty hand, often breaking into a melody of his own 
composition. Their abilities are further proven, in that 
I see them working some of the recording sessions I 
cover. This area of the ‘‘Nashville Sound”’ is the most 
difficult to break into, of all echelons of the business. 

The last week of July I found Jimmy and Bobby 
plucking their cherished strings at a Columbia Record 
Studio movie sound track session. Producer of ‘‘Music 
City U.S.A.’ and executive Hillous Butrum were di- 
recting the music and had invited me. This producer, 
Preston Collins, was here from Washington D.C. to 
confer and record the movie’s songs, with country 
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star Dave Dudley. This ‘King Of The Wheel’’ will be 
a motorcycle film, starring Dave—theme song is the 
same title. Lorene Mann was present as they were 
using her song, ‘‘A Blue Man In A Blue Law Town,”’ 
co-written by Preston and Butrum also. Work and film- 
ing in the nation’s capitol should be wrapped up by 
September. 

Ralph Emery keeps going with awesome energy; 
from 10:15 p.m. until dawn he mans the glamorous WSM 
tadio “Opry Star Spotlight’’ turntables, along with 
Tex Ritter. 

If lucky, he grabs an hour’s sleep and faces the 
camera at a crisp 6 a.m. to 7. Occasionally when out 
of town guests are on they all trek out to Mom Wil- 
burns’ for country ham and biscuits. Like the day 
Cindy .Walker and Freddie Hart were guests; Ralph 
had made it ‘‘Cindy Walker Day,’’ honoring her all- 
time hit songs. She charmingly vocalized on a few 
herself and Freddie burst forth with others. In his own 
touching manner,he gave them the vibrant presentation 
her music so rightly deserves. Then Teddy arrived to 
chauffer them to the Wilburn household and we drove 
home, with a song in our heart. 

Ralph’s other schedules and projects include golf 
(which he jokes about manytimes on the show), tennis, 
movie making, some recording, road tours with C&W 
stars, Grand Ole Opry MC chores and little theater 
work. His dramatic gangster role in ‘‘Girl From To- 
bacco Row”’ required many hours of work. His part as 
“Blinkey,’’ with cigar and sunglasses was convincing 
to me, but after the private showing in Nashville re- 
cently, Ralph thought it was a poor job he did. Tex 
told him the many laughs from show business friends 
in the audience were laughs of affection, as they had 
never seen him emote as a hood. Senor Ritter said, 

“The same effect came from my friends in Holly 
wood, when I peeped around corners with my gun, 
trying to trap the ‘bad guys’.’’ 

I was extremely impressed with Ralph in his Circle 
Theater leading role in ‘‘The Firebugs’’—he obviously 
loves the theater and would like future ‘‘meaty”’ parts. 
He reminds me of myself; the seven Nashville movies 
I have had short appearances in, gave me the ‘‘bug’”’ 
of desire for more. 

Ralph emceed the acts in other movies, currently 
flowing from Nashville, including the Robert Patrick 
production ‘‘Road To Nashville,’’ starring Marty Rob- 
bins and Richard Arlen, and ‘‘The Nashville Rebel,”’ 
starring Waylon Jennings and Mary Fran. 

Opry Almanac hosts a variety of show business 
greats besides all the Opry stars and ambitious artists 
craving for a break. Some of these include the Beau 
Brummels, Tom Jones, Roy Clark. Roger Miller with 
Thumbs Carlisle, the Newbeats, Leon McAuliffe, 
Johnny Tillotson, the Calhoun Twins, Johnny Cash

At press time, Ralph’s guests were some very 
special young ladies—the Rhodes Sisters. They are 
the daughters of Dusty, and members of the famous 
Memphis Rhodes Family. The group is steeped in the 
trade and have been extremely active around the Mem- 
phis area for many years. They have their own TV 
show in both that Beale Street city and Jonesboro, 
Ark. The brother comedian is Spec, whom you have all 
enjoyed on the Porter Wagoner Show. The girls’ mother 
and brother, Perry, all work in the act and it is terri- 
fic, in fact, super. Skeeter Davis has taken a vital 
interest in the girls, presented them to Chet Atkins— 
and August 4 they cut a session on their new RCA 
Victor contract, The accompanying photo of the girls, 
working the WSM show with Skeeter, Paul Charon and 
Ronnie Light, will evidence their beauty; look for 
their records to discover their supreme harmonizing 
sound. A full in depth story is planned for them in the 
next CML issue. Incidentally, their names are Sandra 
and Donna. They are in the mature teens and most 
elegant in movement and speech. 

‘“Opry Almanac’’ rolls before the cameras with a 
very inventive and ingenious crew. Bob Olsen serves 
as Ralph’s sidekick; this description is given in jest, 
as Ralph ribs Bob. Actually, Bob is a reserved gentle- 
man with a perfectionist nature. He possesses a warm 
personality with a deep desire to provide a show for 
all to love and respect. Bob presents the news, wea- 
ther reports, some of the commercials and makes a 
grand entrance for the complete scene. He exemplifies 
the intelligent personnel with a flair for humor that 
WSM Radio and TV so meticulously employs. Neces- 
sary counterparts for this great show are those who 
direct it: Bill Turner, Ed Steiner, Dick Brackett and 
Byron Binkley. Ralph kids the cameramen, Jerry 
Trousdale and Billy Grizzell, who are still blinking 
their eyes into focus, after the appearances of Dawn 
Glass and_the mermaid. 

June 17 marked the 3rd birthday for Opry Almanac, 
with a bang-up party and a host of Country Music star 
guests. A sponsor, Central Rambler, furnished a huge 
cake topped by a miniature of their vehicle models 
(enjoyed by the spry 6 a.m. audience and stars). Other 
sponsors—BC Powders, BI Rite Foods and K Furniture 
were on hand with welcome congratulations. Actor 
Tommy Doyle, Mrs. Angel and your reporter were on 
hand to enjoy the festivities. 

Opry Almanac has proven itself in this three year 
success, in that the executives are planning a tremen- 
dous future. In late September this wake-up show 
treats the viewers by coming on in gala color (an 
addition which improves any show 100%)! Other excit- 
ing tentative plans have it going into syndication; 
this means that many viewers in many states will be 
privileged to see Almanac five mornings a week. As 
these market areas grow, ‘Opry Almanac’’ will be- 
come the program with the most footage emanating 
from Music City U.S.A. What a gold feather in the cap 
for Ralph Emery, Bob Olsen and an encyclopeadia of 
our activities for the Country Music fans! I am proud 
to say that I am a regular viewer of this show, now 
enjoying a spiralling popularity.

She is under contract to 
Process Records and her second single release is now 
out. She appears on the Pony Express Jubilee fre- 
quently in St. Joseph, Mo. and the Farris Opry in 
Richmond, Mo. She is\also kept busy with club dates 
in that area around Kansas City. In March she went 
to Nashville where she appeared on the Midnight Jam- 
Boree over WSM. 

Mary Leah is a petite brunette with green eyes and 
weighs a mere 100 pounds. She is married and they 
have a three-year-old son. 

She writes all of her own material including her 
latest record ‘I Don’t Love Here Anymore’’ b/w ‘“‘I 
Won’t Wait Here Forever.’ Besides singing and writ- 
ing her hobbies include cooking, traveling, watching 
TV and answering her mail. 

If you get a chance to see a show where Mary Leah 
appears—be sure to go. She will have a big smile and 
a good country song for you.

Alfred Vincent Bamford, a brown-haired, blue-eyed 
native of Havana, Cuba who came to America at the 
age of 14, is the president, general manager, and sole 
owner of KBER, San Antonio, Texas’ impressive 
Country Western Music radio station. 

KBER is impressive because, since its birth on 
the Alamo City air waves in 1961, ‘tBam’’ Bamford 
has uniquely molded and shaped the station into the 
nation’s second most successful C/W radio organiza- 
tion. 

That organization is unique, for one reason in par- 
ticular — it is manned by some of the finest people in 
the C/W industry. For example, Bam’s amiable right 
hand man is station manager Harrell Banks. Others on 
the staff include lovely Lily Kanak, traffic manager 
and secretary; Maxine (Mrs. A. V.) Bamford, book- 
keeper and treasurer; Bill Lawlor, service manager; 
Bubba Reding and Sid Curless, salesmen; Homer 
Bressilein, chief engineer; Max Gardner, program di- 
rector and disc jockey; Doc Holliday, production 
manager and DJ; Bob Coleman, DJ; Jerry King, DJ; 
Phil Clark, Sunday DJ; Hugh Taylor, Gospel Music 
DJ; and Dave Ashton, public service director and DJ. 
These are the people who have made KBER an enter- 
tainment byword in C/W Music. 

Under the astute leadership of Bamford, KBER has 
become a progressive station with a sharp eye to the 
future. To give station fans more than daytime music, 
Bamford has expanded KBER’s broadcasting facilities 
to include a present 50,000 FM watts ERP. But Bam- 
ford is not stopping here. He intends to increase this 
night-time power to a ‘‘full stereo”? 100,000 watts. 

This is the kind of man A. V. Bamford is—a man 
who has long been devoted to and active in C/W Mu- 
sic. After attending a military school in Pennsylvania, 
the University of Alabama, and New York University, 
Bamford did sales work for WGRC in Louisville, Ky. 
and for KROW in Oakland, Calif. On weekends, he 
was soon promoting one night bands for the San Fran- 
cisco Bay area. After his military requirements were 
fulfilled in 1946, Bamford became acquainted-_ with 
C/W Music by booking Bob Wills and his Texas Play- 
boys for Northern California appearances. 

Results of these appearances were so noteworthy 
that Bamford lost no time in opening Bay area ball- 
rooms featuring C/W talent and just as quickly fol- 
lowed up these ventures by booking Grand Ole Opry 
acts ‘‘throughout the West Coast.’’ Bamford’s keen 
promotional insight told him that C/W Music was the 
music of the times, so he moved to Nashville, Tenn., 
the center of C/W activities. From here he sponsored 
Grand Ole Opry shows throughout North America, 
reaching ‘‘hundreds of towns which had never before 
seen C/W shows, including remote parts of the U.S. 
and Canada.”’ 

In his 20 years of C/W promotion, Bamford esti- 
mates he has produced more than 5000 shows. He has 
presented, through these shows, many newcomers and 
‘“fevery star in the C/W Music field” in the past 20 
years—stars like Ernest Tubb, Bob Wills, Tex Ritter, 
Hank Thompson, Ray Price, Willie Nelson, Roy Clark, 
Grandpa Jones, George Jones, Webb Pierce, Jimmy 
Dickens, Don Gibson, Buck Owens, Carl Smith, Stone-

wall Jackson, Ferlin Husky, Faron Young, Skeeter 


Davis, Del Reeves, Jim Reeves, Hank Snow, Marty 
Robbins, Porter Wagoner, Sonny James, Roy Acuff, 
Slim Whitman, Lefty Frizzell, Connie Smith, Dottie 
West, Norma Jean, Hank Williams, Jr. and the im- 
mortal Hank Williams. 

In fact, when Hank Senior died in 1953, he was on 
his way to two engagements being sponsored by Bam- 
ford in Canton, Ohio on January 1. By phone Hank’s 
mother told Bamford to keep the shows going and he 
did. DJ Cliff Rodgers opened the shows with the 
statement that Hank was dead, and the cast sang 
Williams’ 1948 composition, ‘tI Saw The Light’’ to 
4,444 mourning spectators. One of the stars there was 
Hawkshaw Hawkins who died just ten years later in a 
plane crash with Cowboy Copas and Patsy Cline. It 
was A. V. Bamford who made all arrangements for 
Hank’s funeral which was held in Montgomery, Ala. 
and attended by 23,000 people. 

Bamford, who has respect and admiration for all 
C/W stars—many of whom are his close friends, has 
come to think of Country & Western Music as America’s 
No. 1 form of song and sound. Of it, he proclaims, 
**C/W is basically Americana, and as such, followed 
the trend away from big name bands toward C/W enter- 
tainment throughout the country, a medium which 
appeals to the entire family, both young and old, and 
therefore is more flexible in presentation.’’ 

Early in life A. V. Bamford learned about the 
selling potential of C/W Music and that knowledge- 
by-experience is why Bam is the success he is today. 
And that is the reason why KBER’s A. V. Bamford 
has .carved in radio history a musical success story 
worth the praise of all who are inspired by greatness!
